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Cyclists, Drivers Need to Learn to Get Along 

By Mick Colageo 

A bicyclist is riding at an aggressive clip when 
he comes upon a jogger heading in the opposite direction 
but on the same side of the road. A car is nonetheless 
gaining on the bike and is poised and ready to pass when 
it becomes apparent his maneuver will coincide with the 
passing of the bike and the jogger. 

That's three layers - what's the move? 

Let's start by hoping someone's phone doesn't 

ring. 

It wasn't until November 25, 2019 that 
Massachusetts finally had a hands-free law for phones 
while driving, but the problems that bicyclists and drivers 
face with one another on area roads persist. 

Even on our rural roads, it's getting more 
complicated each day with the addition of more drivers, 
more riders and more walker /joggers. The urgency to get 
from Point A to Point B because that's what the window 
for the workout allows or the workout itself requires 
or it's just the end of a long day and time to get home 
is turning the screw in multiple directions and causing 
stress even where activities are meant to better manage it. 

Rochester resident Colleen Campbell is an avid 
cyclist and is among many concerned for their safety. 

"What is the difference between a jogger on the 
side of the road and a cyclist on the side of the road? I 
feel like motorists give walkers and joggers a lot more 
(space)," she said. 

Campbell, 53, is a former athlete who admits 
her more pliable days are in the past and wants to take 
advantage of being forced to work from home by getting 
out and riding more. But confidence comes and goes. 

"Motorists seem to be angry," she said. "Just some 
trucks the other day on Mary's Pond Road in Rochester. 
Not a car on the road, and this pickup truck barely gives 
us the space, maybe moves over a foot or two, really close, 
then presses on the gas." 

In a more positive recent instance, Campbell was

taking a right past Cervelli Farm Stand on Rounseville 
Road, also in Rochester in the morning before the stand 
had opened so a chain was draped blocking the lot. Just 
before passing it, she extended her right hand to signal, 
took the right and - boom - a car was parked on the right, 
protruding well into the traffic lane. 

"Now I have a decision, stop or take the road," 
she said. "The motorist thankfully stopped to let me take 
the road and pass safely." 

To acknowledge that this is not an exact science 
is not tantamount to calling it a free-for-all; there are 
state laws based on rules of the road combined with the 
reasoning that put all three parties on the same side of the 
road. 

It all starts with the premise that cars in the 
United States drive in the right lane. Joggers and walkers, 
because of the absolutely necessity that they see oncoming 
traffic, travel in the opposite direction. Bicycles, at least 
on residential roads, establish a relative speed closer 
to vehicular traffic than pedestrians, and therefore are 
required when on the road (as opposed to a sidewalk) to 
keep the same rules that vehicles do. 

Therefore, when a cyclist comes to a stop sign at 
a four-way intersection, the bike must take the same lane

a car would have and take its turn as the next car in the 
same position would. 

This is not chutzpah but keeping the law. As 
drivers might scratch their heads, much of the confusion 
stems from the surprisingly large number of the latter 
who do not know that bicycles are supposed to do what 
cars do and not what joggers / walkers do. 

Some cyclists flat-out disobey the rules and, 
therefore, create a bad reputation for those who do obey 
them, like those who fail to use hand signals or choose in 
groups to ride abreast rather than in single-file. 

"I've been in my truck driving and there will be 
cyclists, three of them, across the road," said Campbell. 
"Maybe they don't see me. And I'm waiting and waiting 
and they're still chatting. Those are the types of riders 
who will make a bad impression. That's something that 
can ruin it for other cyclists." 

Would a better education solve all the problems? 
Absolutely - as in not. 

No matter how well people educate themselves 
on the subject, there is always a segment of society 
making a bad name for the majority through ignorant 
and sometimes spiteful actions. This is true behind the 
handlebars as well as behind the wheel. 

As one who also drives a pick-up truck, Campbell 
has found herself in uncomfortable situations behind 
the wheel. "I've been behind cyclists and said, 'Woah, 
this is a dangerous situation... they're all over the road.' I 
understand at times from the motorist's perspective it can 
be a dicey, dangerous situation," she said. 

While many motorists apparently lack an 
understanding of what bike riders need to do to act in 
accordance with statewide regulations, some drivers 
outright consider bike riders to be intruders. Campbell 
realizes the advantage of their anonymity. "You're in

the power seat; you're not vulnerable. The cyclist is 
vulnerable," she said. "The thing about cycling - cycling 
is a fantastic way to exercise, without the pounding of 
the joints. As a mode of transportation, it's great for the 
environment." 

While some villages are more advanced in 
dedicating and marking off bike lanes the way cities are 
doing these days, country roads remain more prone to 
conflict in part because participants are not up to date on 
the law and the rules of the road. 

Just as awareness is essential on the road in 
any mode of movement, nervous anxiety is just as 
counterproductive. The answer lies in education to 
accurately interpret at least most of what others are doing 
on the road at the same time one is making his or her own 
decision. 

After that, it's about finding friendly spaces and 
mutual respect.

Centurion Paul Brown Feted by 
Marines on His Big Day 
By Mick Colageo 

Retired Marine Sergeant Paul Brown held up for 
his 100th birthday party on a hot July 24 the way he has 
held up in life - with grace and dignity 

"I'm getting older. I'm the only one left in my 
family/' said Mr. Brown in a visit to his Mattapoisett 
home on Saturday, the day after his outdoor celebration in 
the Saunders Funeral Home parking lot in Mattapoisett. 

Brown resides nearby with his daughter Kathy 
Ecklund, who hosted the troops to cupcakes and 
refreshments after the ceremony 

Mr. Brown joined the Marines at age 21 and was 
an electrician and a Sergeant gunner in the Marines. He 
also served on an airplane that took aerial photographs. 
He spent the majority of the time in the U.S., but was 
sent to Florida, Tennessee, and Texas, and did not ship 
out to the South Pacific until 1943 on a Navy battleship 
and spent time in the Solomon Islands as well as Beijing, 
China. There he helped defend against civil uprisings and 
helped get the airport runway built. 

Mr. Brown grew up as third youngest in a family 
of nine children on a farm in Halston, Ohio, during the 
Great Depression. The family did not own the land but 
were tenant farmers. 

Two of his older brothers. Bill and Cletus, served 
in the Army Another older brother died of influenza 
in 1918. It was a rough upbringing that left Mr. Brown 
resolved to lead a sober lifestyle. "My family is my family. 
I take care of all of them," he said. "I treat them all the 
same. They're my family, they look after me and I look 
after them." 

"He has always been kind to children and once 
in a while would have drink," said Kathy "Never drank, 
never smoked, which probably has a lot to do with why 
he's here." 

In civilian life, Mr. Brown worked as a machinist

and repaired and maintained airplanes. 

He met his wife at National Cash Register in 
Dayton, Ohio, in 1950.

Why, you ask? This is done in an effort to 
determine where monies should be deployed and for 
what types of projects and programs. It has everything 
to do with people, the number of people living in the US 
regardless of citizenship status, age, race, or religion. It's 
about where the dollars will go from the federal coffers. 

The Wanderer recently spoke to Luana Josvold 
of the League of Women Voters South Coast and 
Mattapoisett Library Director Susan Pizzolato about the 
census and the level of participation during a year, that 
so far, has proven historic for the level of stress that has 
generated. 

Pizzolato said that libraries in the Tri-Town and 
most of the South Coast had partnered with the league 
in a push to count everyone, especially those people 
who typically go uncounted - non-English speakers 
and children. She said, 'Trior to the shutdown we were 
ready to go, providing assistance in the libraries for those 
who sought it, using the libraries computers." She said 
that library staff had been trained to provide assistance 
and assurance that the information would not be used 
for any purpose other than counting people. "It impacts 
how federal monies are spent on food programs in 
communities such as WIC or school lunch programs; it 
impacts our representation in Washington," Pizzolato 
stated. 

But the shutdown made the push to get as many 
people counted as possible nearly impossible. "No one

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was going door to door," Jovold said. Instead, it was 
determined that other approaches had to be found and 
that those approaches needed to focus on populations 
where they lived. "We now have posters up in churches 
and immigrant aid centers as well as laundry mats," 
she said. Those posters are printed in several languages. 
"The fliers reassure people that their voices are essential," 
Pizzolato added. She said that they recognized that the 
children in some households might be the only ones able 
to read, so some of the posters have used characters from 
Sesame Street to engage the public. 

As a reminder to anyone who has not yet 
completed either the paper forms that have been sent to 
permanent addresses or online, the census is critical in 
determining where federal money will be spent. Josvold 
said that even infants impact spending programs, as a 
year-old child today will be in school before the next 
census is scheduled and that child, along with millions 
of others, will need schools, roads, food service, and 
representation. 

"Every community needs funds," Pizzolato 
said, adding to the list of programs impacted by the 
census count such things as school buses, social services. 
Medicare Part B, special education, school construction, 
and healthcare centers. The census numbers are also 
used to help cities and towns write their master plans. 
Nearly every aspect of a master plan requires data on the 
number of people in a community and the ages therein.

as plans are formulated for roadways and infrastructure 
as well as services. "Even open spaces and waterways are 
potentially impacted by the census," Pizzolato said. 

"People may still be afraid to be counted," 

Josvold commented. She said, "We need to know you are 
there, it doesn't matter to the census if you are a citizen 
or not." But she said it does matter that people get the 
services they need. 

Josvold said that, starting July 16 through October 
31 across the country, census takers will begin going 
door-to-door. "They have all been trained in the latest 
guidelines for health safety," she added.

where to list their primary residence. "We can help them 
figure that out," Pizzolato said. 

Both Josvold and Pizzolato were a bit surprised 
at the current level of local participation thus far reported 
on the national census website.

The family uses the 
deck behind their house as a 
platform for a garden, and it 
produced approximately 40 
heads of lettuce that Kelcey 
sold to raise money. The idea 
to put the proceeds into books 
for the school libraries in the 
Tri-Town communities came 
from Kelcey's interest as an avid 
reader and also from Tritown 
Against Racism, the recently formed group addressing 
racial issues in the local area and particularly in the public 
schools. 

"We reached out to Tritown Against Racism... 
they were doing a book drive for the diversity library," 
said Rhonda. "Tritown Against Racism had an Amazon 
wishlist, and we were able to go through the wish list." 

With assistance from his mother, Kelcey picked 
out 57 books that Tritown Against Racism has waiting has 
for his signature. "Then Kelcey is going to get to present 
those books to the library at Rochester Memorial School," 
said Rhonda. "We put it out on Facebook. That day we 
raised $480 in two hours. People started contacting me 
saying they wanted to donate... We took in $700 that first 
day, took in that initial $700 and actually ordered - picked 
books that either resonated with us or picked out for 
people in our lives."

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The rest of the money will go to Tritown Against 
Racism so the organization can buy books for the libraries 
in the other district schools. 

After that, Rhonda recalls, more people said, "We 
want to give money." 

Kelcey ended up raising just under $2,000 and 
even offered to help out the public library, which thought 
it best to remain focused on the schools first. 

"As a mother of two children of color, I am 
excited at the opportunity for my children to have 
access to books with characters that represent them. 
Representation is important, and for a young person 
at the tender age of 10 to understand this need and 
take action to increase access to this type of literature is 
impressive," said Old Rochester Regional Joint School 
Committee member Frances Kearns. 

For Kelcey, taking such an action is as normal as 
meeting his cousin to ride their go-carts at the school's 
parking lot. Having turned 10 in December, Kelcey is 
enjoying his summer and anticipating the fifth grade this 
September at Rochester Memorial School. 

To start off a meeting last month, Marion Town

Pierce's accomplishments to the Board of Selectmen, who 
joined in congratulating the longtime, multi-board leader.

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Parker in a follow-up call, 
noting that Pierce connected 
via Zoom last week to attend 
the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water District's most-recent 
committee / commission 
meetings. "He never gets 
excited, and he's not there to be 
the chair. He just does his job." 

So long as meetings are 
held by remote access. Pierce is 
happy to continue lending any 
expertise or advice sought by his 
former groups. 

"I didn't want to interfere, and I wanted to make 
sure people step forward (into leadership positions)," 
said Pierce. "I'm perfectly happy to offer any help and 
comments, and I think the response has been very good. 
But if I can be of some help, that would be fine." 

Pierce's long and storied career in Marion began 
in the fall of 1973 when he moved into the town and 
embarked on a 47-year teaching career at Tabor Academy. 
He started with Advanced Placement Mathematics and 
Physics, then was head of the Science Department from 
1981-93, then Science Department chairman teaching 
AP, Honors and Modern Physics, Meteorology, and

Water District Commission. He was treasurer of the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee, president and membership chair 
in a 30-year stint with Marion's Natural History Museum 
board, vice president of the Sippican Historical Society, 
and held memberships on Marion's Board of Selectmen 
(2003-07), Planning Board, and the Housing Partnership 
and Music Hall committees. 

For six years he helped the Council on Aging 
and the Sippican Historical Society host classic movies 
in the Music Hall.

award," was Huguenin's first 
remark upon hearing the news of 
his selection. 

Nominated by multiple 
people, Huguenin has made impact 
of all sizes on a regular basis. 

As president of the Mattapoisett 
Land Trust since 2015 and a board 
member prior to, Huguenin has 
helped manage and preserve over 
680 acres of land that birds, box 
turtles, and other wildlife seek out 
for their natural resources. 

"Like the limitless amount of energy the ocean 
carries, Michael T. Huguenin harnesses that same energy 
to serve and protect local lands to benefit and enrich the 
quality of life for all," said Mattapoisett Land Trust Chair 
of Education and board member Ellen P. Flynn.

Although 
not an elected official, Huguenin frequently attends 
Conservation Commission, Planning Board, Zoning Board 
of Appeals, and other public meetings at Mattapoisett 
Town Hall. During the COVID-19 outbreak at the end of 
the winter, Huguenin supported the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust Education Committee with an updated installation 
of the Seasonal Story Walk at the Dunseith Property so 
that families could safely walk the trail while reading a 
book.

been cut by $668,000. All revenue sources were evaluated 
and an overall 10-percent cut is planned for New Growth, 
$100,000; State Aid, $163,000; Overlay Surplus, $75,000; 
ORR Stability Fund, $85,000; Motor Vehicle Excise Tax, 
$124,000; and Penalties and Interest, $23,000. 

Year-end transfers were also discussed with the 
committee members approving $29,929 for legal fees, 
$15,400 for new computers, $1,133 for the Conservation 
Commission, $2,765 records management, $10,387 for 
town buildings, $61,121 street lighting, $33,635 solid- 
waste disposal, $7,654 public health nurse, $3,218 Veterans 
benefits, $10,954 parks, and $1,183 employee benefits, for 
a total of $176,240. 

In support of several line items, Gagne explained 
that reimbursement from the county for COVID-19- 
related expenses such as laptop computers for employees 
who need to work remotely would be applied for and that 
over the next two years the town would see a decrease 
in lighting expenses due to lighting upgrades. He did, 
however, toss a cautionary note into the mix, saying that 
solid waste disposal costs would continue to climb and 
that little relief is in sight given the lack of landfill space. 

Both Gagne and Lorenco reiterated the necessity 
to move forward in measured steps given that no one 
knows at the present time where revenues or state aid will 
eventually land. "The state is working off a one-twelfth 
budget," Gagne said. 

Staying on the theme of fiscal austerity, Lorenco 


said that vacant town positions would remain vacant 
in the near term and that the Council of Aging and the 
library are not fully open and therefore do not require full 
staffing at this time. 

Chairman Pat Donoghue questioned a 6.5-percent 
salary increase for the town accountant. Gagne said that 
the increase was based on the employee meeting all 
performance goals and objectives, that the increase was 
negotiated last February and had been approved by the 
selectmen at that time. 

The committee members also discussed the 
Town Meeting Warrant but got stuck on Article One, 
Compensation of Elected Officials. Speaking up was 
member Gary Johnson, who questioned the wisdom of 
increasing some positions given the current economic 
conditions saying, "It might set a tone." Gagne said a 
review of the increases would be done. The proposed 
increases are $5 for the town moderator, $112 for the 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen, $101 increase for 
selectmen, $101 increase for assessors, $1,800 for the town 
clerk, $15 for Board of Health members, $2,218 for the 
highway surveyor, $15 for Mattapoisett School Committee 
members, $15 each water and sewer commissioners, $170 
for the tree warden, and $50 for the herring inspector. 

The overall FY 21 operating budget stands 
at $29,142,067, a $946,865 increase over FY20. Water 
Enterprise Fund FY21 operating budget is $2,631,250, 
a $247,100 increase, and the Sewer Enterprise Fund is

$2,495,724, a $23,252 decrease from FY20. The Waterfront 
Enterprise Fund stands at $316,458, a $37,198 increase 
over FY20. The committee moved to approve the warrant 
with the exception of Article One, which will be reviewed. 

In the evening, the selectmen met with Lorenco 
during their regular meeting to discuss the earlier meeting 
and the warrant among other issues. 

Lorenco told the selectmen that he has been 
working with Eugene Jones, the facility manager for 
schools, and Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson 
regarding Town Meeting and use of space at the ORR 
facility. 

He said that a large tent would be erected

Mosquito control will be used and portable 
bathroom facilities were planned, he said. Lorenco said 
that Police and Fire departments have been involved in 
planning as well. 

Lorenco also asked the selectmen for guidance 
regarding the number of requests his office has received 
for weddings and other outdoor events at Ned's Point. 
"I'm concerned that the summer influx of people who use 
that area and then weddings is troubling," he shared. 

The selectmen echoed his concerns. After some 
discussion, it was decided that Lorenco would come 
up with a set of guidelines and select an area at the 
lighthouse park where an area could be roped off for the 
exclusive use of special permitted events. 

The Acushnet Road bridge repair was another 
topic that Lorenco discussed. He said that massive delays 
brought on by issues related to COVID-19 had pushed the 
project into September. He said that Nelson would plan 
changes to school bus routes and that he had had been in 
contact with town's legal counsel to determine if the town 
has financial recourses in the event the contractor fails 
performance requirements of the contract. 

Before adjourning, Collyer shared the sad news 
that longtime Finance Committee member Elisabeth 
"Betty" Pennington had passed away. He acknowledged 
her many years of service to the community. Pennington 
was Dr. Elisabeth Pennington. She graduated from 
Lawrence Memorial Hospital School of Nursing and 
received her BSN from Boston University, her M.Ed 
and Ed.D from Teachers College Columbia University.

Rochester Planning Board

Public hearings at the Rochester Planning Board 
on July 28 were dominated by discussion of planned 
developments on Cranberry Highway. Phil Cordeiro 
joined the hybrid meeting, held at the Rochester Middle 
School and on Zoom, to provide updates on the progress 
of the proposed plans. 

"Since our last meeting, we have met with the 
Massachusetts Department of Transportation to formalize 
our intent to file a highway access permit," Cordeiro told 
the board. The permit continues to hinge on longstanding 
discussions with the Seasons Corner Market about the 
location and parameters of the access point. 

In a previous meeting, the Rochester Planning 
Board voted to postpone further discussion of the access 
points until the proposed plans could be independently 
reviewed by a traffic engineer of the town's choosing. 
Town Planner Steve Starred explained that is has been 
increasingly difficult to find an independent consultant, 
as many engineering groups are short-staffed due to 
COVID-19 or recusing themselves due to conflicts of 
interest with the Town of Rochester. 

Despite that hardship. Starred informed Cordeiro 
that some progress had been made on that front. Three 
more proposals were sent out and one or two engineering 
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3 bathrooms, outdoor deck space, 
and an open and bright conference 
room with cathedral ceiling, gas 
fireplace, separate entrance and 
kitchenette. Also with central air 
conditioning, generator, alarm 
system, and on-site parking. Old 
Landing is a well-established 
association made up of a multitude 
other professionals, making this 
the ideal place for your business 
needs. 

Exclusively listed at $410,000 
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groups have reached out to the town with responses. 

Starrett hoped that a traffic review could be assigned to one 
of the groups within three days of the meeting date. 

Andrew Delli Carpini, of Seasons Corner Market, 
came before the board to voice his concerns surrounding 
the project. "We always assumed that the only movement 
with the curb cuts would be near the rear entrance of the 
property/' said Delli Carpini. "What has come to light is 
that there is also a proposal to move our side driveway 20 
to 25 feet toward the back of the store." 

Delli Carpini expressed a fear that the movement 
of the driveway would make it increasingly difficult for 
customers to access the store and result in a deleterious 
impact to his business. "At some point, I hope members of 
the board would look at this plan and ask themselves how 
this is fair," Delli Carpini announced during the hearing. 

Cordeiro quickly addressed the conflict by noting 
that the proposal to move the side driveway was only listed 
on a set of older plans that are no longer being considered. 
After Cordeiro shared his updated plans, Delli Carpini 
explained that it was the first time he has seen this updated 
proposal. The communication lapse was not the first to stall 
progress on the development. 

It wasn't all bad for Cordeiro and the Cranberry 
Highway development. After successful work with the 
Rochester Conservation Commission, Cordeiro reported 
that they have amended their plans to address groundwater 
mounding and stormwater-related issues. With that, 
Cordeiro hopes to be only one more meeting away from full 
approval by the commission. 

With a traffic review in sight and Cordeiro offering 
to provide his plans to the Seasons Corner Market team, 
both Steen Realty and Seasons Corner Market were hopeful 
to see more progress in the next Planning Board meeting. 

Greg Carey, representing a solar development on 
Sarah Sherman Road, came before the Planning Board to 
request a Special Permit due to the size of the proposed 
array. His proposal calls for the construction of a four-acre 
solar array, which would produce roughly 1 megawatt of 
solar energy. 

Carey explained that the proposal is making 
progress. His work with the Rochester Conservation 
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Commission resulted in a clean, peer-review letter 
confirming that all issues surrounding the potential 
hazards of the project had been adequately addressed. In 
addition, Carey has reached a verbal agreement with the 
abutting property owners for a vegetative screening to 
shield the array from their view. 

Steve Kohm of Prime Engineering, who is 
working with Carey, explained that the project is nearly 
ready to commence. With the Rochester Conservation 
Commission satisfied, they need only await the peer 
review of the Planning Board engineer in order to update 
their plans. 

The Rochester Planning Board showed support 
for the project and explained that the review would likely 
be prepared by their next meeting set to take place on 
August 11. The public hearing was continued in order 
to give the Planning Board engineer sufficient time to 
comment on the proposal. 

The final public hearing related to a novel solar 
canopy system that Peter Beaton, owner of the Eldredge 
Bogs, hopes to have installed alongside modifications he 
is making to the outdated canal system that runs through 
his property 

Sarah Stearns, of Beals and Thomas Inc., 
explained that the solar canopy would produce roughly 
1 megawatt of solar energy and that the proposal is 
a unique way to add a solar component to the bogs. 

"This project is in two phases," explained Stearns. "We 
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will improve the canals, and then we will add solar 
functionality to the property." 

Stearns noted that her work with the Rochester 
Conservation Commission was completed after she 
addressed minor comments made during a review of 
the project. Her plans were tailored to avoid any of the 
surrounding natural habitats, and the site is set far back 
enough from abutting properties that vegetative screening 
will likely not be necessary. 

Peter Beaton told the board that his primary 
motivation for the update came from his canals constantly 
overflowing from heavy rainfall. Beaton saw the need to 
upgrade the canals as an opportunity to modernize his 
bog with solar power.

The Planning Board agreed that a site visit was 
in order to ensure that the proposed construction was 
properly shielded from abutting properties. With that, 
the board voted to continue the hearing until their next 
meeting. 

The next Rochester Planning Board meeting will 
be held on August 11 at the Rochester Middle School with 
remote access provided via Zoom.

Board of Selectmen's decision to wait before taking to 
Town Meeting floor what appears to be an inevitable 
request for funding for a new Department of Public 
Works facility has piqued the interest of the town's 
Energy Management Committee. 

The resultant window of time has Energy 
Management Committee member Bill Saltonstall on a fact¬ 
finding mission regarding the proposal of a 10,000 square 
foot building near the Benson Brook transfer station and 
the water tower. 

"I thought it would be worthwhile to try to make 
this building energy-efficient," Saltonstall told Monday 
night's Zoom meeting of the committee. "We have a great 
opportunity to do a ground-breaking building for Marion 
if we did it right." 

The way Saltonstall sees it, a new DPW building 
used to maintain heavy and lighter vehicles would likely 
require a simple design on a concrete slab for all-season 
maintenance. He envisions a ground-source heat pump 
taking advantage of nearby wetlands to produce radiant 
heat particularly effective in a garage space where doors 
frequently open and close. And there would likely be 
room on the roof for solar panels. 

Saltonstall called it "a good time for us to get 
involved." 

Both Saltonstall and Town Manager Gil Hilario 
reported having discussed the concept with Board of 
Selectmen Chairperson Randy Parker, whose support is 
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tempered by concern over the cost. 

Hilario, who had received word of a potential 
grant that would cover the cost of engineering, reported 
to the committee that he had told Parker he will not apply 
for such a grant if the new building design does not meet 
the needs of sustainability "I think it's been positive so far 
and is going in the right direction," said Hilario. 

Christian Ingerslev, the chairperson of the Energy 
Management Committee, suggested that the up-front cost 
will not be the result of an energy-efficient building as 
much as its heating system and maintaining the ground 
source. Saltonstall and Hilario will continue to research 
the potential project, and Ingerslev said, "We can see who 
can handle it once it gets started." 
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In his report on Marion's Mass Energy Impact 
Program, Saltonstall indicated that there are mitigating 
factors that can enhance or obscure the progress the town 
is making on its five-year timeline to achieve a 20 percent 
energy-output reduction. 

Marion's community center, formerly a VFW hall, 
is part of that energy-gobbling scenario. "The use of the 
building has grown considerably; we heat it, we electrify 
it... It looks awful," said Saltonstall of the statistics. But he 
also suggested that the town property on Atlantis Drive 
that has been sold but not closed upon will result in a step 
down once out of the picture. 

Hilario said Marion's Green Community Planning 
is waiting on a grant application and expects a decision by 
August 17. 

The Community Center is without heating and is 
waiting on a grant application for a new furnace. Either 
way, said Hilario, by grant or funding approved at the 
June 22 Town Meeting, the Community Center will be 
heated next winter. 

Hilario said the town received mixed advice on 
the purchase of a furnace/boiler but has since learned that 
a heat pump system is more eco-friendly, only to find out 
it's too late to change the application. "We really want to 
prioritize heat-pump systems in the future. It's been an 
education for the committee," said Hilario. 

Hilario reported that the feedback on Marion's 
hope to maximize the usage of Benson Brook landfill by 
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expanding its proposed solar array to cover the slopes 
was negative. While Hilario was told the panels have to 
be aligned parallel and that the way they were positioned 
cannot accomplish much, he suggested economics 
influenced the negative feedback. 

As a Green Community, Marion is eligible to 
apply for up to $300,000 in grants annually, and the 
Energy Management Committee has conducted building 
audits and energy analysis to help the town spend its 
money wisely. Ingerslev pointed out that Marion is 
required to spend any approved funds before it can apply 
for more so short-term projects often become the focal 
point. 

The Green Communities program baseline fiscal 
year is (July 1) 2018 so Marion has roughly two years 
remaining to achieve its target reduction. 

All street lights within Marion's control are now 
LED, while vehicle energy is down in 2020 and so is its 
water / sewer-related electricity by a slight amount. 

"I think we can definitely say that we've been 
working hard in the right direction," said Ingerslev. 
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"Bill has made tremendous progress," said 
Hilario, noting that supply and distribution data has been 
updated on Saltonstall's watch. 

Saltonstall, who sits on the board of directors 
of the Cape and Vineyard Electric Cooperative (CVEC), 
reported that Executive Director Liz Argo is leaving her 
position. "She just knows a lot about solar and wind and 
what the towns have been able to do to bring these to the 
Cape," he said. 

Marion is looking into increasing the number of 
charging stations it has for electric and hybrid vehicles. 
The only existing station is tucked in the back at the 
harbormaster's office where parking is tight. After 
discussion, members of the committee were asked to visit 
the parking area across Front Road from the Music Hall 
and be prepared to discuss the angled stretch closest to 
Front Street and adjacent to handicapped parking spots as 
a potential second charging station. Ingerslev suggested 
laying cable for four spots and constructing two spots. 
According to Hilario, Eversource would pay to upgrade 
the electrical source and Marion would supply the power. 

The committee is also planning to learn about 
hybrid vehicles that could potentially function as a police 
cruiser, the motivation being the lengthy stretches in 
which police vehicles are required to idle for hours but 
could do so more efficiently. 

Prospective candidates for Energy Management 
Committee membership Alanna Nelson, Alex Roy, and 
Tom Friedman attended Monday night's meeting and 
spoke of their interests and experience. 

Friedman described himself as "a very early 
adopter of energy-efficiency methods," while Nelson was 
the co-chair of Melrose's energy commission over the 
last six months and Roy is an attorney in compliance-risk 
management for MIT. 

The next meeting of the Marion Energy 
Management Committee is scheduled for August 24, 
but a special follow-up meeting was expected to be held 
midweek to discuss the membership size and the three 
candidates under consideration.

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ConCom Using Continuances to Aid Hearing 
Process 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Mattapoisett's Conservation Commission 
Chairman Mike King has honed the virtual meeting 
process to allow both petitioners and the public ample 
opportunity and time to review proposed projects subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Wetlands Protection Act. 

Before each meeting. King reads from prepared 
notes outlining not only the validity of remote meetings 
as granted by the Governor Baker's emergency directives 
but also the processes deemed necessary for the smooth 
operation of remote meetings. To that end. King asks 
everyone who plans on speaking to confirm their 
attendance and to keep their comments to 10 minutes 
in duration to give everyone a fair shot at being heard. 
Rebuttal by the petitioner or their representatives is also 
granted. 

While less complex applications such as Requests 
For Determination Of Applicability are heard and 
deliberation taken during the same meeting, more highly 
complex filings such as Notices Of Intent are all currently 
being continued to give the public and interested parties 
plenty of time to study the project and associated 
documentation. 

Thusly, during the July 28 meeting only two 
RDA's reached a consensus vote by the commission with 
seven others, one RDA and six NOI's, continued. 

One NOI garnering the most attention by the 
public on this night was a filing by Alexander Bauer for 
property located at 7 Nashawena Road in the privately 
held Antassawamock Beach Association. 

Representing Bauer was N. Douglas Schneider, 
who said the project consisted of tearing down the 
existing structure and rebuilding a residence that would 
include a slab on grade, rear patio area that would allow 
the flow of stormwater towards "a natural low area in the 
rear of the lot." 

A letter submitted by Robert Field of Field 
Engineering on behalf of abutter David Behenna of 31 
Antassawamock Road questioned the drainage plan. 
Field's comments included a request that roof runoff be 
collected through a drainage system that would send the 
water into an underground recharge system. 

Other abutters echoed concerns that grade 
change to the lot would allow stormwater to drain onto 
their property. Also sharing their drainage concerns 
were Joseph Cosgrove, 5 Nashawena Road, Bill Guss, 

9 Mattakiset Road, and Bill Straus, 8 Nashawena 
Road. While the majority of comments centered 
around drainage issues, Cosgrove also asked if there 
was anything that could be done to ensure that the 
construction would be started and completed in a timely 
fashion versus, "dragging on for years." Behenna said 
there were other issues regarding zoning that would be

300 guests. Today, this estate encompasses the largest 
main house and the most extensive collection of ancillary 
buildings in the town of Marion. Native Americans 
relied on Great Hill's elevation as a strategic lookout to 
protect their families and crops. Great Hill also served as 
their sacred tribal meeting ground. In 1909, Galen Stone, 
a Boston investment banker, purchased the property. 

He demolished the hotel and hired architect Horace S. 
Fraser to design a rambling mansion built out of Hayden 
stone taken from the Philadelphia area. The family firm 
was called Haden Stone, and thus the use of that type 
of stone. The Tudor manor house was copied from an 
estate north of London called Compton Wyngates. By 
1911, the Stones moved into the massive summer "castle"

Hell

The Painted Bird . Starring Petr Kotlar and Harvey 
Keitel. Directed by Vaclav Marhoul. Running time: 
169 minutes. No MPA A rating. Now available on 
streaming home media. 

An intense and prolonged experience about 
the inhumanity of war. The Painted Bird might take 
its rightful place as the most prestigious endurance 
test since 1985's Come and See. The point of the story, 
hammered home again and again over the course of 
two hours and forty-nine minutes, is that war destroys 
the soul, makes even non-combatants callous and 
vicious — the subsidiary point, perhaps, being that in 
war there are no non-combatants. Everyone is drawn 
into the madness, including our young protagonist 
(Petr Kotlar), nameless for most of the film. We begin 
in medias res, with the boy running through woods, 
carrying a small fuzzy animal (a ferret?). Some 
young bullies catch up to the boy; they beat him and 
incinerate the animal. Welcome to The Painted Bird, 
where even small gestures of mercy and kindness are 
tainted and ambiguous. Mostly, people are beasts to 
one another. 

The movie is based on the much-debated 
1965 novel by Jerzy Kosinski, whose World War II 
experiences, it turned out, did not inform the book; 
some even doubted that he himself wrote it. Still, 
Kosinski — like Come and See's Elem Klimov after 
him — fashioned a ghastly rat-trap reality that ground 
innocence under the treads of tanks. The eerie thing 
about the movie is that so many of its settings are rural 
and almost primeval it's jarring when a plane or jeep 
or even a train shows up. The boy wanders through 
endless villages and is set upon by peasants, perverts 
(pedophiles of both genders), and fellow castaways of 
the war. The closest thing to a laugh in the entire epic is 
when the boy performs an act of animal cruelty to get 
even with a teenage girl who has abused him. 

But then the whole enterprise is about cruelty 
in all its forms. At the risk of sounding impatient, 

I think The Painted Bird might have dealt subtler 
and sharper damage to our psyche less about 45 
minutes; the constant and endless litany of offenses 
to our young hero becomes numbing and borderline 





ludicrous, which is a problem inherent in an anecdotal 
structure allowed to stretch out at epic length. The 
boy meets someone new, and you sigh and wonder 
how this person is going to screw him over, literally 
or figuratively. Occasionally someone like a kindly 
if clueless priest (Harvey Keitel) or a Russian sniper 
(Barry Pepper) happens along and takes the boy under 
his wing. (The American actors seem to be sounding 
out their dialogue phonetically in Interslav or Russian 
or whatever, and then someone else dubs them over. It 
works; it gets us away from Barry Pepper attempting a 
Russian accent, anyway.) Aleksei Kravchenko, once the 
16-year-old star of Come and See, turns up as a Russian 
officer and seems to be passing the baton of suffering 
on to Petr Kotlar, a Czech-Romani newcomer who 
spent his tenth and eleventh years on the set. Kotlar 
holds this fierce beast of a movie together despite 
almost no dialogue. 

Unlike Elem Klimov, the Czech filmmaker 
Vaclav Marhoul allows us mitigating artistry and even 
beauty to offset the human ugliness. (Udo Kier comes 
in to do his thing, using a spoon.) Vladimir Smutny's 
black-and-white photography is sumptuous, even 
bucolic at times; the restful country landscapes, if 
anything, are more chilling for the sense they give of 
turning their backs on carnage and sadism. You can die 
out there in the open air and nobody will care; you'll 
be rolled into a grave or become a toy for crows. The 
title refers to a bit where a man daubs white paint onto 
a bird and lets it fly off, whereupon its fellows peck it 
to death in mid-air. Humans, nature — the portrait of 
indifference to pain and need is distressingly complete. 
The Painted Bird is artful, if not quite art — it needs finer 
threads in its tapestry than just "People suck" — but 
it's without a doubt a master work that you will most 
likely give exactly one evening of your life, if that. 
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do so, the town is working with Southeastern Regional 
Planning and Economic Development District (SRPEDD). 
SRPEDD is a regional planning agency that has recently 
worked with several nearby towns to complete master 
plans. Today, the project team officially launched the 
Master Plan Project webpage - www.srpedd.org/ 
mattapoisett-master-plan. Given the unique challenges 
presented by the COVID-19 pandemic, the webpage is a 
particularly important way for the public to stay up-to- 
date and to influence the master plan by providing your 
input online. If public health data permits, the master 
plan will also include several in-person workshops, open 
houses, and events. 

The Planning Board and SRPEDD encourage 
members of the public to visit the webpage, sign up for 
updates, and reach out with any questions or comments. 
Your input - combined with current, accurate data - are 
the key ingredients for the master plan.

Dexter Lane, the road that runs past the Police 
Station and the COA, is named after the Dexter family 
who are descended from one of the original proprietors. 
One of their noted members was Capt. John G. Dexter, 
born in Rochester in 1834. He went to sea, also at the age 
of 15. He was an avid collector of all he saw on his sailing 
voyages. His extensive collection was housed at Town 
Hall and then moved to the new library. It includes rocks, 
shells, crystals, specimens of sea creatures, and other 
oddities. The items were gathered from Maine as well as 
from the South Seas. Like many who left Rochester on far- 
ranging adventures, he returned to town when he retired 
from whaling. Once home, he married in 1859 and turned 
to farming on Dexter Lane. His home is still there today.

Background 

The idea for the Community Read was born out 
of a desire to continue the conversation begun at local 
protests over the past several months in response to 
the murder of George Floyd and other victims of racial 
injustice. More than 500 Tri-Town residents marched 
at the June 5 protest, sending a clear message that the 
community is galvanized for change. The conversation 
has continued publicly via a Facebook group, Tri-Town 
Against Racism, that is now nearly 1,000 members strong. 

Mattapoisett Museum Board President and 
archivist at Harvard Kyle DeCicco-Carey recognized the 
historical significance of the June 5 protest. He had the 
foresight to ask for donations of protest signs and flags, 
and plans to archive these at the Museum for posterity. 
DeCiccio-Carey said, "When the March in Mattapoisett... 
was announced, I thought it was a great opportunity to 
not only show my support, but to capture the history that 
is taking place in the community." He adds that he would 
like to further the conversation about racial injustice by 
planning a future exhibit that will specifically feature 
the contributions of Black people to the town. He admits 
that, "...the history of Mattapoisett and the surrounding 
communities, as fascinating as it is, hasn't been fully told. 
I think people are recognizing that [racial discrimination] 
is all of our problem and it is not going to be solved 
unless we all get involved." 


Newly elected Mattapoisett representative of the 
ORRHS School Committee Frances Kearns agrees with 
DeCiccio-Carey and is excited about the shift in direction 
toward intentionally changing the historical narrative. 

She would like the Community Read to ".. .open up a 
dialogue regarding the experiences of People of Color 
and systemic racism in this country. I am hoping that with 
this newfound understanding, a review of the curriculum 
in our schools can begin to ensure that the contribution 
of People of Color is accurately represented." She adds 
that she doesn't think we can change the curriculum to 
reflect a more equitable and true history without first 
understanding why history has always favored the 
dominant culture of white people. 

Virtual Platform and Planned in-person Events 

Interested participants are asked to borrow 
or purchase a copy of the book(s) and to join the new 
Facebook Group "Tri-Town and Beyond Community 
Read" on or before August 1. Updates and Discussion 
Questions will be posted here. The idea is to promote 
a community-wide "book-club" atmosphere that is 
respectful and thought-provoking. To that end, children 
ages 12 and up (or younger, at parents' discretion) are 
encouraged to participate with friends and family. 

On August 27 - the "halfway point" - Committee 
Members will host Zoom conversations to share 
questions, thoughts, and ideas that arise in response to 
The Read. ORCTV will televise the conversations. 

The Community Read will culminate with an 
in-person panel discussion in September, venue to be 
determined. All participants are welcome and social 
distancing will be observed. ORCTV will televise this as 
well.
